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Fallout from flooding still creating problems

Consequences of recent flooding 
within the city are still causing 
problems in some areas. 

Dr. Vivian Ong, the pediatrician 
who owns Childrens Clinic on 
River Drive, said a creek crossing 
her property is causing some 
structural damage to a retaining 
wall, and a culvert which has been 
there for at least 30 years is partially 
obstructed, causing water to run 
under the parking lot and create 
sink holes. 


“My main concern is for the safety 
of the children,” said Ong, who 
expressed concerns that a child or 
even an adult might fall into one of 
the holes. 

She wondered whose 
responsibility it is to repair the 
retaining wall. Attorney Rodney 
Davis said he would look at the 
deeds, and city hall would get back 
with her about it. 

Billy Williams, with Irvine 
Municipal Utilities, also addressed 
the council. He asked for the city 
to approve a resolution for IMU to 


seek federal disaster funds if they 
become available. 

He noted that some of the recent 
troubles at the water treatment 
plant were caused by the river bank 
slipping near the intake pipe. 

Williams said the city needs to 
have “all their ducks in a row” if 
funds become available through the 
Natural Resources Conservation 
Service. 

The resolution was approved. 

In other business, Mayor W.J. 
Noland revisited the appointment 
of City Clerk Robin Powell as 


Mayor Pro-tem, stating that he has 
since become aware that she cannot 
perform both clerk and pro-tem 
duties. 

He mentioned Councilman 
Tommy “Tobo” Bryant as a 
candidate for the position, but no 
action was taken at that time. 

A handout was given to each of the 
city council members comparing 
employee health insurance rates. 
The council agreed to review them 
and be ready to consider them at

Dave Severson and Pam 
Hedge will demonstrate 
the craft of spinning yarn 
in the Estill Arts Council 
booth during the Mountain 
Mushroom Festival. 

The couple raises 
Huacaya alpacas on their 
“AlpacaBerry Farm.” They 
do all the processing of the 
“wool,” or fiber, from the 
shearing, to the washing, to 
the carding. 

Once the fiber is carded, 
or straightened, it is ready 
to be spun into luxurious 
yarns. 

Pam knits socks, hats 
and scarves from the yarn. 
She also creates felted hats, 
soaps, and dryer balls. She 
sells the products online, at 
Sticks, Stones and Stitches 
in Clay City and at Ravenna 
Florist and Greenhouses. 

Dave and Pam began 
raising alpacas in 2007. 
Dave says Pam got tired of 


raising animals that ended 
up in the freezer. 

“She wanted something 
we wouldn’t eat,” he said. 

They started with four 
alpacas and now have 
12. The couple has had as 
many as 24 alpacas on their 
farm at one time. 

Neither Dave nor Pam 
had any experience raising 
alpacas, so they had to do 
plenty of research and talk 
to a lot of people. 

The alpacas are sheared 
once a year, usually around 
June. Their owners set 
aside a shearing day, and 
people come out to their 
farm at 60 Thornburg Bend 
to watch and help out. 

Each animal typically 
produces five to seven 
pounds of fleece, which is 
graded three ways. The top 
grade is used for spinning 
yarn and typically amounts 
to about 10 to 15 skeins of 
yarn per shearing.

In 1999, local basket 
maker Nelle Williams 
signed up for a class at the 
extension office, likely not 
imagining that it would be 
the start of a hobby that 
would result in a new circle 
of friends, a corner in her 
basement full of supplies, 
and at least 250 completed 
baskets. 

Nelle recalls her first 
class and the first basket 
she ever made. She said the 
instructor, Ann Coleman, 
brought all the materials, 
the pattern and a sample 
of the basket they would 
produce, one called 
“Canterbury Cross.” 

It was a pretty 
complicated pattern for a 
beginner, but with a little 
help from the instructor, 
Nelle got it done. 

She attended the class 
regularly, even when 
the instructor moved it 
to EKUs Community 
Education. 

“Getting together with 
other basket makers was 
and still is a lot of fun,” Nelle 
said. “I’m still involved with 
a group that meets once a 


month in Berea called the 
“Wandering Weavers.” 

Last summer, the group 
gathered at a church in 
Berea to complete “25 to 30” 
baskets that a basket maker 
friend had started before 
she passed away suddenly. 


Nelle said the family 
was thankful to receive the 
completed baskets, which 
were then distributed 
among them. 

Nelle also donates her

Fallen deputy’s name to 
be added to memorial

In 1920, a story about 
a shoot-out between an 
Irvine marshal and his 
deputy made headlines in 
several local newspapers, 
including the Louisville 
Courier-Journal. 

Accounts vary, but 
most agree that Deputy 
Henry Thomas Reed 
apprehended Thomas Estes 
on a bootlegging charge 
as he got off a train from 
Beattyville in Ravenna. 

On their way to jail, 
Marshal R. G. Philpot was 
said to have “accosted” 
Reed and demanded 
custody of Estes.

the next meeting. 

City Clerk Powell read a 
letter from the Kentucky 
Transportation Department 
of Highways that said 
painting the Irvine bridge is 
not a top priority for the road 
department. The letter said 
the bridge would undergo 
an in-depth inspection in 
October of 2015. 

Dr. Bill Jones requested a 
variance to build a garage 
on his property. He said 
the garage would be behind 
his house and slightly 
more narrow. There was 
some discussion of zoning 
restrictions, with the council 
again agreeing to look into 
it further before making a 
decision. 

Robert Sanders addressed 
the council, and stated that 
he would like to work with 
Duane Curry to acquire 
his license to become the 
city planning and zoning 
director. Jack Rivel was the 
former director but retired 
recently. 

Sanders said he hopes 
to train members of the 
planning and zoning 
committee so that they are 
qualified to seek grants. 

He also said he’d like to 
make a copy of the zoning 
ordinance manual for 
everyone on the committee, 
noting that the current book 
is obsolete, having been 
published in 1990. 

Sanders said not knowing 
rules and regulations is 
jeopardizing the city’s 
opportunities for grants. 

Councilwoman Nelle 
Williams asked if a council 
person not on the planning 
and zoning committee 
could attend, and Sanders 
said anyone could attend. 

The council then went 
into closed executive session 
to discuss a personnel issue 
and impending litigation. 

City Clerk Robin Powell 
later said no action was 
taken during closed session, 
but when the meeting 
reconvened, Councilman 
Billy Arthur nominated 
Tommy “Tobo” Bryant as 
mayor pro-tem, based on 
a city ordinance written in 
1991 which states it is in 
the best interest of city and 
is a long-time tradition for 
the top vote-getter on the 
council to serve as pro- 
tem. The council approved 
Bryant as pro-tem. 

Powell also said that 
Councilman Arthur said 
two or three people had 
questioned whether or not 
Gary Powell, husband of 
City Clerk Robin Powell, had 
secured the proper building 
permit for a structure he is 
building behind their home 
on Lily Avenue. Powell 
said her husband is building 
according to code. 

The next Irvine City 
Council meeting is 
scheduled for Monday, April 


27, at 7 p.m.

An unexpected result in 
bidding for the building and 
renovations of five homes in 
Ravenna will cause a short 
delay in getting the project 
underway. 

Bids were accepted for 
the building of four new 
homes and the renovation 
of another. One contractor 
bid on one home, and 
another bid on the other 
four. Special conditions 
have to be met for any 
contractor bidding more 
than two houses. 

BryanKirby, 
administrator of the 
Ravenna Scattered-site 
Homeowner Rehabilitation 
Project Phase 2, said the 
contractor would have to 
secure a letter of credit from 
the bank, which essentially 
pledges a line of credit for 
each particular house. 

Kirby said there would 
need to be a special called 
meeting, preferably next 
week, to further discuss 
bidding issues. 

The Ravenna City Council 
passed Resolution 5 so 
program expenses could 
be paid from grant funds, 
including the removal of 
asbestos and lead-based 
paint, rent for homeowners, 
reimbursement for phone 
switching, storage rentals, 
moving expenses and a 
construction ad required to 
be published in the paper. 
Total expenses totaled 
$14,931.65. 

No financial report 


could be provided for the 
council because the city hall 
computer system was down. 

Ravenna fire chief David 
Harvey made note in his 
monthly report of recent 
flooding incidents on 
Broadway. He stated that 
CSX cleaned the drainage 
pipe, allowing the water to 
subside. The county road 
department helped clean 
the debris from the road 
with a backhoe. 

The report also said the 
Ravenna Fire Department 
responded to a call in Lee 
County, near the Cathedral 
Domain, to try to help 
locate a vehicle that was 
swept away by flood water 
with one occupant inside. 

Ravenna Police Chief Ken 
White presented the police 
report for the month of 
March. Sixty-three actions 
were taken, eleven of them 
traffic stops. 

In other business, 
Ravenna City Clerk Jamie 
Hill read a procurement 
policy that includes 
guidelines for how to handle 
the grant from Homeland 
Security for new equipment 
and uniforms. 

An amended payroll 
ordinance was passed, with 
all council members voting 
for it with the exception of 
Sharon Snowden, who said 
she would have to abstain 
because the ordinance was 
not what she understood to 
be accurate.

stated that Philpot, dubbed “a terror to 
bootleggers,” asked for “the grip” (suitcase) 
that Estes was carrying. (There was a 
gallon and a half of moonshine liquor in 
the suitcase.) 

A fight broke out between Philpot and 
Reed, and gunfire was exchanged. Marshal 
Philpot, married with five children, was 
said to have died within minutes. 

Reed, married with seven children, took 
a bullet to the gut and died on the way to 
the hospital in Richmond a day or two 
later. Estes was also shot in the gut, but one 
newspaper said he was expected to recover. 

Another version of the incident stated 
that Joe Spivey, a railroad detective, opened 
fire on both Reed and Estes, and that Reed 
shot at Spivey too, injuring him. 

The Mount Sterling advocate attributed 
Reed with blaming Spivey for the incident, 
and the paper said public feeling was 
“running high against him [Spivey],” so that 
he had to be taken to jail for safe-keeping. 

Whatever happened, Reed’s name is 
listed on the memorial for fallen officers 
in front of the Estill County Courthouse, 
but it has never been included on the state 
memorial in Richmond, or the national one 
in Washington, D.C. 

That, however, is about to change, due to 
the efforts of a couple of local women. 

Shawn Herron’s job with the Department 
for Criminal Justice Training Center in 
Richmond is to train dispatchers and law 
officers in legal issues. 


In her spare time, she researches the 
names of fallen officers to make sure they 
are included on the proper memorials. 

When she learned that Deputy Henry 
Thomas Reed’s name was not listed on state 
or national memorials, Herron reached 
out for local help with the applications and 
eventually contacted Letisha Willis Morris 
through a mutual friend. 

Morris, who is a dispatcher for the local 
911, helped complete an application to 
get Reed’s name on those memorials, and 
Sheriff Gary Freeman signed off on it. 

Because of those efforts, Deputy Sheriff 
Henry Thomas Reed, whose “end of 
watch” was on August 21, 1920, has been 
approved to be included on the National 
Law Enforcement Officers Memorial in 
Washington, D.C. 

His name will be officially dedicated 
on May 13, 2015, at the 27th Annual 
Candlelight vigil during National Police 
Week. It will also be included on the state 
memorial in Richmond on May 21. 

Willis said any family of Reed’s is invited 
to attend the memorial, but she doesn’t 
know if he has anyone left in the area. 

Anyone with further information is 
encouraged to call the sheriff’s office at 723- 
2323 and leave a message for Letisha. 

She is married to Russell “Doc” Morris, 
also a sheriff’s deputy. 

“If it were my husband, I’d want to make 
sure his name was on the wall,” Letisha said.

a few, but shes given 
most of them as gifts. Nelle said she numbers 
and journals her work. 

“Many times when I am weaving a basket for 
a particular person for a gift, I try to think of 
a useful basket for that particular person, and 
I pray little prayers for them as I weave,” said 
Nelle. “I may even add initials or a pertinent 
decoration.” 

Classes are generally four hours long, but that’s 
still not enough time to complete some of the 
larger more intricate baskets. 

“Early settlers made their own weaving 
material from local trees and plants,” Nelle said, 
“but most of the materials we use-the reed, the 
handles, bottoms, etc., come from China and are 


not as strong as the hand-hewn kind used by our 
ancestors.” 

Nelle likes for her baskets to be useful, as 
they were in the old days when baskets were a 
necessity for carrying things. 

She particularly likes to make large baskets 
“because they move faster” and “because I have 
large hands.” 

Sometimes Nelle and a few people from her 
church will meet to make baskets, but she doesn’t 
typically teach basket classes, although she has a 
long history as an educator. 

Nelle taught elementary school for 33 years, 
most of it in Estill County, except for the 
formative first year she taught at a one room 
school at Trapp in Clark County. She said she 
was mentored there by one of the best teachers 
she’s ever known. 

Although retired now, Nelle is certainly not 


idle. She chooses to focus on doing things she 
enjoys, such as volunteering at her grandson’s 
school. She performs skits of historical figures 
in costume, and sometimes she teaches art. 

“Always a teacher,” Nelle has herself taught 
quilting, sewing, bread and candy-making 
classes at EKU. 

She stays involved in the community and is 
now serving the fourth of two-year terms on the 
Irvine City Council. 

Her husband, W. T. “Tom” Williams, was 
mayor of Irvine for 17 years.

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Cluster Howard: A legislative update

The 2015 session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly is now history 
and there is much to report. In the 
House Majority, we began work in 
January with an ambitious agenda 
to address Kentucky’s growing 
heroin epidemic; stabilize the 
states Road Fund; and secure 
protective orders for dating couples 
in cases of domestic violence 
or stalking. We also sought to 
preserve the state’s future Master 
Settlement Agreement (MSA) 
payments which are helping 
diversify Kentucky’s farms; provide 
critical health care and offer early 
childhood development services 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

In these areas and more, we 
proved successful and, for a short, 
30-day session held in odd- 
numbered years, I’m thankful for 
all we were able to accomplish 
for Kentucky’s citizens in such a 
limited amount of time. 

On the last day of session, we 
reached compromise with the 
Senate on a comprehensive effort 
to provide more options for the 
treatment of heroin addiction, 
increase penalties for drug 
traffickers and allow greater access 
to life-saving medication. The 
legislation also allows individual 
communities to establish a needle 
exchange program as a way of 
decreasing the possibility for 
blood-borne diseases. Additionally, 


it carries a no-fault, “Good 
Samaritan” clause that provides 
immunity to those who seek 
emergency care for an individual 
who has suffered a drug overdose. 

The heroin legislation 
immediately infuses Kentucky’s 
addiction treatment system with 
$10 million followed by $24 
million annually. This money 
comes from savings gained 
through prior judicial reforms that 
have saved our state millions and 
reduced recidivism rates by up to 
15 percent. I predict our heroin 
law will be a model for the nation 
as we aggressively target those who 
deal in misery and death, while 
also recognizing that drug abuse 
and addiction is not just a criminal 
issue, but also a mental health 
issue. Because this legislation 
contains an emergency clause, it 
became law immediately upon 
receiving the governor’s signature 
this week. 

Through House Bill 299, we’ve 
been able to stabilize the state’s 
road fund by freezing the “floor” 
of the state gas tax. These funds 
are necessary for life-saving road 
repairs on city, county and state 
roadways that are also crucial for 
sustaining commerce, creating 
jobs and ensuring economic 
development efforts can continue. 
Over half of the road fund 
revenues go directly to our local 
governments for use right here in 
our community. 


Also, thanks to House Bill 8, 
Kentuckians in dating relationships 
will now be able to seek immediate 
civil protection against an abusive 
partner. Previously, only victims 
who are married to, have a child 
with, or live with their abuser 
could seek civil protection from 
domestic violence or abuse, 
physical violence, or stalking 
as specified under Kentucky 
law. That left most young, 
college-age women without this 
protection from a stalker, or 
abusive boyfriend. This legislation 
represents a significant step 
forward because these protective 
orders have been shown to work, 
and help stop the violence. 

Passage of House Bill 512 
restores certainty to Kentucky’s 
annual MSA payments from 
tobacco companies. I was proud to 
support this measure that protects 
Kentucky’s efforts to create new 
farm-based business enterprises, 
revitalize the state’s farm economy, 
and diversify our state’s agriculture 
portfolio as tobacco use continues 
to decline. This legislation follows 
a June 2014 Settlement Agreement 
between Kentucky and tobacco 
manufacturers and ends a long- 
running legal dispute over an 
enforcement obligation under the 
MSA. 

While all these measures 
represent positive steps forward 
for the Commonwealth, I am 
disappointed that the Senate did 


not follow the House Majority’s 
lead in proposing a viable solution 
to sustain the Kentucky Teachers’ 
Retirement System. Under House 
Bill 4, our plan sought to take 
advantage of historically low 
interest rates by issuing bonds to 
stabilize the system. Our Senate 
colleagues refused to go along 
with our efforts, but this is a 
legal and moral obligation to our 
teachers and retirees that cannot 
be ignored. I want the educators 
in my district to know how much 
I appreciate their service and that 
I will continue to fight on their 
behalf to identify a solution. 

Despite this, there are still many 
more successes to discuss from 
the 2015 annual session, and I 
will brief you in my next column 
on additional measures that were 
enacted. Until then, please know 
how proud I am of the honor to 
represent the people of the 91st 
district in Breathitt, Estill, Lee 
and Owsley counties. Your emails 
and phone calls provided me with 
valuable opinions, information, 
and support, and I am thankful 
for each message I received. I ask

The Drop Box:’ Saving babies, one at a time

What if one person can 
make a big difference? He 
can. 

Meet Pastor Lee Jong- 
rak. He is the unlikely lead 
character in a new award¬ 
winning documentary 
called The Drop Box which 
narrates his heroic efforts 
to save children at risk of 
dying by abandonment in 
his native South Korea. 

Inspired by his son with a 
disability, Pastor Lee built a 
baby box embedded in the 
side of his house that can 
be opened from both the 
exterior and the interior 
to save other vulnerable 
children. It is a padded, 
heated box with sensors 
that alert Pastor Lee and his 
staff when someone places 
a baby inside. 

He didn’t expect anyone 
would actually use it, but 
the babies started coming. 

Currently 652 babies 
have gone through his 
home orphanage named 
“Jusarang,” meaning “God’s 
Love.” Pastor Lee’s own 
love and compassion drew 


a 24 year-old “broken rich 
kid from California” to 
produce this documentary, 
and led to a life conversion 
in the process. 

On the heels of this 
documentary is a renewed 
examination of our own 
domestic policies on 
infant abandonment. 
Domestically, we have 
safe haven laws in all 50 
states and the District 
of Columbia. Safe haven 
laws allow parents to drop 
off their newborn at a 
police station, hospital, 
fire station, EMS provider 
or child welfare agency, 
no questions asked. Since 
1999, more than 2,800 
children in the U.S. have 
been surrendered safely as 
a result of safe haven laws. 
That’s excellent news. 

The sobering news is that 
more than 1,400 children 
have also been found 
illegally abandoned, and 
nearly two thirds of those 
children have died. In 
addition, we know the sad 
reality that even with the 
safe haven laws in place, 


over 16 million babies have 
been killed by abortion 
in the U.S. since 1999. 

Do enough women know 
about safe haven laws? Is 
the average woman too 
intimidated to walk into a 
police station and leave her 
child there, fearing being 
questioned or getting into 
trouble? More than likely, 
yes. 

Pastor Lee was able to 
save, by means of his one 
baby box and in a mere 
6 years, the equivalent of 
one quarter of the children 
collectively saved by safe 
haven laws in the U.S. in 
the last 16 years. If one man 
and one baby box can do 
that, what can we do? 

Some critique the 
idea because they think 
it encourages child 
abandonment and that 
the anonymity of it leaves 
children at a disadvantage 
of not knowing their 
biological parents. 
Anonymity is not ideal 
because every child 
deserves to be raised by 
her mother and father; 


yet an alive child who 
doesn’t know her biological 
parents is better off than a 
dead child any day. Take 
it from Madeline Melcher 
who feels “blessed to be 
alive” even though she was 
abandoned when she was 
an infant. Additionally, 
anonymity is already 
supported by current safe 
haven laws and in closed 
adoptions. 

Baby boxes do 
not encourage child 
abandonment, but rather 
may prevent children from 
dying who are likely to be 
aborted or abandoned. No 
mother wishes to abandon 
her child; it is a last resort 
in a desperate moment. She 
is more likely to choose 
a life-giving option if we 
make it less intimidating 
for her. 

While we must work to 
get to the root problems 
of child abandonment, we 
must still do what we can 
immediately to save the 


lives of infants who are 
endangered. Their innocent 
lives hang in the balance. 
We can’t wait to cure all 
societal ills before curing 
just one societal ill. 

Pastor Lee himself 
agrees that the baby box 
is a “sad reality” that 
hopefully one day “will 
no longer be needed.” 

This point will come only 
when society recognizes 
the inherent value and 
dignity of every human 
life. Until this wholesale 
awakening happens, we 
must strive to make it 
easier for women to choose 
life and to implement 
the most effective means 
of protecting the lives of 
vulnerable infants.

Creating jobs and self- 
sufficiency through self- 
employment

Micro-enterprise and micro-finance 
have the power to empower people 
and transform lives. The concept was 
pioneered in 1976 by Muhammad 
Yunus, founder of the Grameen Bank 
in Bangladesh and Nobel Peace Prize 
winner. The bank was established for the 
purpose of making small loans to the 
poor - predominantly women - to help 
them obtain economic self-sufficiency. 

The fundamental principle behind the 
Grameen Bank is that credit is a human 
right. This strategy was highly effective as 
the bank grew from 15,000 borrowers in 
1980 to 7.67 million at the end of 2008. 
An astounding 97% of the 9.4 million 
Grameen Bank members today are 
women. 

A Center for Rural Affairs’ study in 
the 1980s demonstrated high rates of 
self-employment in rural areas, but no 
economic development strategies to help 
in this area. Influenced by Yunus and 
Grameen, the Center created the Rural 
Enterprise Assistance Project in 1990 
to fulfill the need uncovered by that 


research (www.cfra.org/reap). 

Microenterprise development 
recognizes the fundamental ability 
of people to apply individual talents, 
creativity and hard work to better 
their lives. Microenterprise programs 
build on the unique ideas and skills of 
entrepreneurs by providing business 
assistance through micro-credit, one-on- 
one counseling, and specialized training 
to small businesses employing 10 people 
or fewer. 

Microenterprises often struggle 
to qualify for traditional lending 
services. Microenterprise Development 
Organizations like the Rural Enterprise 
Assistance Project create jobs, build 
assets and overcome barriers of income 
and discrimination, all through small 
business development. 

Established in 1973, the Center for 
Rural Affairs is a private, non-profit 
organization working to strengthen small 
businesses, family farms and ranches, and 
rural communities through action oriented 
programs addressing social, economic, and 
environmental issues. 
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Life in Witt Springs, 1940’s and 50’s 


I recently shared a story 
with you about George 
Witts General Store that 
was located on Sand Hill 
Road 70+ years ago. Many 
of the details of that story 
came from Janice (Witt) 
Whitaker ; the daughter of 
George and Dovie Witt. 
There were many other 
remembrances of Jans life 
while growing up in the 
Witt Springs community 
during the 1940 s and 50 s 
that I would also like to 
share. Some of her remembrances of those days are priceless. 
Lets take a peek. 

I wonder how many people today can remember when 
Sand Hill Road (then called Cobb Ford Road) was gravel. 
Jan (Witt) Whitaker can remember those days. Jan was 
born in 1937 in a house that stood next door to the old 
two-story Witt house that is still there today. Her birth 
house burned when she was about 3 years old. Jans father 
and mother, George and Dovie Witt, moved their family 
into the 2-story house which belonged to Georges father, 
William Lincoln Witt. This house became the family’s 
permanent residence. Eventually someone built a new 
house over the ashes of their previous home. 

The old W.L. Witt house had a fireplace for heat, oil 
lamps for light and no indoor plumbing. Jan was very 
young when electric service arrived in Witt Springs. Life 
began to get a bit easier with electricity to handle some 
time-consuming everyday chores. They now had lights 
in the house and the general store next door plus the 
special treat of Christmas lights. By the time Jan was 11 
years old, water was piped into the house, a bathroom was 
added and a basement was dug to accommodate a fuel oil 
furnace. The drudgery of carrying water, wood and coal 
had been eliminated. 

Jan felt as though she had a very good life while 
growing up in the Witt Springs community. She had a 
play house in the feed shed which sat at the end of the 
driveway. She played and worked in the general store. 
There was a swing in a tree next to the store, a pony to 
ride and after much begging, Jan acquired a bicycle. She 
was a bit disappointed, because it was a 24-inch bike 
and not a Tig boy’ 26-inch bicycle. Pets were always 
abundant around her home. They had a talking parakeet 
with a vocabulary of about 50 words. She had three dogs 
over the course of her childhood. 'Trouble’ was the first, 
followed by £ Ding Bat’ and then £ Bozo’. In the mornings 
Bozo would jump on her bed to wake her up for school 
and was always stealing her socks. According to Dovie, 
Trouble saved Jan’s life. Jan was a very young girl when 
she was trying to help her Daddy round up some cows 
by the open pasture gate. The bull began to charge at Jan. 
Trouble met the bull nose to nose to divert it. The bull 
threw Trouble into the air, and he landed in a clump. That 
gave her daddy time to turn the bull. Trouble bounced 
back up with little wear and tear to show for his heroic 
act. 

Jan and her sister, Lorraine, slept together on a big fat 
feather bed. There was eleven years difference in their 
age. When Lorraine was a senior in high school, Jan was 
in first grade. Lorraine attended a business college and 
landed a job with the FBI at the Oak Ridge atomic facility. 
It was a lonesome time for Jan when her sister left home. 
Later, after Lorraine married and moved back, Jan got to 
babysit her children in addition to gaining a brother-in- 
law. 

On the other side of their driveway was the general 
store, then a pasture, a barn lot, another pasture, followed 
by Uncle Zeck and Aunt Eddie Mae’s house. Jan had six 
cousins living there with whom to play. The older girls 
curled her hair, painted her fingernails or played games. 
Jan would slip off to visit her cousins whenever her mama 
would be working at the store. If Dovie missed her, she 
would call Aunt Eddie with orders to send me home. Jan 
cried all the way home, because she knew she would get 
another spanking just like the previous day. The joy of 
playing with her cousins was worth the punishment. 

Everything in Jan’s early life revolved around the 
church, the school and the store. She recalls walking a half 
mile to the Middle Bend (Witt Springs) School with her 
two cousins. In order to keep up with her older cousins, 
Jan would hold onto Ella Kate’s skirt and pull her to death. 
Every so often Ella Kate would hit the fold of the skirt to 
break Jan’s hold. That would make Jan cry, and they would 
have to wait for her to catch up. In order to teach all eight 
grades in the one-room school house, the teacher would 
instruct two grades at a time. If the class did not have 
lessons that day they would keep busy with homework. 


There was a pot bellied wood/coal stove for heat, two 
outside toilets (one for the girls and one for the boys) and 
an outside water pump. The school day started at 7:30 a.m. 
and ended at fourin the afternoon. The teacher always 
opened the school day with the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag, the Lord’s Prayer and a patriotic song like 'God 
Bless America. There was a short recess in the morning, 
an hour for lunch and a longer recess in the afternoon, if 
the children were good. During warm weather the pupils 
played a lot of softball. In the winter they sang songs, 
played cards and checkers. Jan said, "It seemed like I was 
always the song leader.” Christmas programs, plus ice 
cream and pie events were held to make money for the 
school. At the pie suppers there was a fish pond. Parents 
would donate little gifts or fruit as prizes. For a dime you 
got to drop your fishing line with attached basket behind 
a curtain and a gift was placed in the basket. Pies were put 
up for bid and homemade ice cream was sold—the best 
ice cream in the world. Occasionally entertainment was 
provided by a country band and a singer. An 'ugly man 
contest was held on one occasion. Jan’s daddy combed his 
hair down over his eyes, pulled his pant legs up to expose 
his bony legs and danced around on the table—he won! 

Jan remembers all her grade school teachers: 1 st grade 
(1943-44), Thelma Tuttle; 2 nd grade (1944-45), Thelma 
Tuttle and Hyman Richardson; 3 rd grade (1945-46), 
Hyman Richardson and Justine Witt; 4 th grade (1946-47), 
Jo Ann Adams; 5 th grade (1947-48), Marthalyn Lewis, 
Ethel Tipton and Annis McIntosh. The teachers would 
only last part of the year and a replacement would come 
to finish. In the 5 th grade Jan had three different teachers. 
Her Mama and Daddy did not think she was learning 
much, so she was enrolled in West Irvine Elementary 
which only had two grades per room. Her teacher in 
the 6 th through the 8 th grades was Myrtle Broaddus. Jan 
said those were the hardest years of her life. Her daddy 
drilled her on multiplication tables, Mama quizzed her in 
spelling and her brother-in-law, James Crouch, tutored 
her in history as well as algebra. With all the help she was 
able to pass. At Christmas break in 1950 the West Irvine 
School burned. The students finished the 8 th grade at the 
Estill County High School which loaned them two rooms 
for the 7 th and 8 th grades, thus they attended 'Junior High’. 

Myrtle Broadus was Jan’s most difficult teacher since 
Jan had to work so hard to catch up. Jan’s favorite teacher 
was Jo Ann Adams. Miss Adams was 
a very good musician. She taught Jan, 

Yvonne Winkler and Barbara Blackwell to 
sing songs in 3-part harmony. They were 
soon singing for Junior/Senior Banquets, 
Mother/Daughter tea’s, talent shows and on 
the school bus all the way to and from high 
school. The poor school bus driver had 
to listen to them practice their melodious 
outpourings, but they were very good. 

Jan’s heart was broken when Yvonne 
moved to Indiana during their sophomore 
year of high school. It seemed as though 
her sister moved away again. Yvonne 
was a cheerleader and Jan was in the 
band. Dovie, Jan’s mother, was their 
transportation, thus they spent a lot of 
nights together, dated together and traded 
clothes. Jan participated in the senior class 
play, tumbling class and folk dancing which 
she really enjoyed. The boys had to dance 
with the girls. Jan’s group competed in the 
Kentucky state finals and was runner-ups. 

High school was an enjoyable time in Jan’s 
life. 

At times Jan’s dates were intimidated. They had to call 
the store where the telephone was located to contact her. 
Her father always answered the phone by saying, "George 
Witt’s Store.” Since it was her father’s business phone any 
conversations had to be kept to a minimum. Personal cars 
were a luxury in her youth, thus Jan’s dates would have to 
borrow their father’s vehicle. One boy could not secure 
his father’s truck for a date so he drove the tractor to Jan’s 
house. They spent their time at Jan’s house that evening. 

There was a very special person in Jan’s life—Grandma 
Durbin. Jan said it best, "Grandma Durbin always hugged 
and kissed me. She knitted me mittens. She loved to 
hear me play the piano, taught me to crochet and always 
asked about my boyfriends. I was named after her and we 
shared the same birth month. She had pierced ears, and 
I had to have them too. I was always faithful in going to 
visit Grandma Durbin—I loved her dearly!” 

After graduating from high school in 1955, Jan attended 
a business college in Louisville for seven months. William 
(Bill) Whitaker had won her heart and they were married 
in 1956. Bill served in the Army in Korea. Jan worked at 
Madison Grocery Company and lived with Mom and Dad 
Whitaker in Richmond while Bill was in Korea. Jan joined 


Bill at Ft. Benning, Georgia where Bill finished his militar) 
obligation upon his return from Korea. In August 1958 
they settled in Covington, Kentucky and Bill resumed his 
employment with the L&N Railroad. By 1972 they had 
been blessed with four children—Tony, Dotty, Kelly and 

J°y- 

Jan’s life has changed a great deal from her early rural 
life in Witt Springs. We now have electrically powered 
appliances, air conditioning, cell phones, ATM machines, 
computers, the internet and men walking on the moon 
to name a few changes. Jan summed it up best, “Life has 
changed a lot from my humble beginnings. God is so good 
all of the time.” 

I am preparing another story about Jans parents, George 
and Dovie Witt, for publication in the near future- stay 
tuned. -Jerry

Facing food 
shortage 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 17-A 
large percentage of the 
population of quail, as 
well as insectivorous and 
songbirds wintering in 
Kentucky face a serious 
shortage of food because 
of continued snow, ice 
and sever weather, Earl 
Wallace, Director of 
Division of Game and 
Fish, announced today as 
he urged conservationists

where I spent my childhood 
and youth, I could, and often did, look eastward and see 
a portion of the Appalachian Mountains on the eastern 
horizon.

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Common crabgrass, hard to control

While the winter may 
have wreaked havoc on 
many desirable plants, it 
did little to affect crabgrass, 
the most common weed in 
Kentucky lawns. 

“Crabgrass is an annual 
weed that out competes 
desirable grasses and then 


dies in the fall, leaving bare 
spots in yards for winter 
weeds to fill in,” said Gregg 
Munshaw, Extension turf 
specialist in the University 
of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture, Food and 
Environment. “The cycle 
keeps repeating itself until 
the turf stand gets poorer 
and poorer.” 

Munshaw said the best 
way to control summer 
annual grassy weeds, 
including crabgrass, is 
to apply a pre-emergent 
herbicide before the weed 
germinates. Now is the 
time to do so. “April 15 has 
traditionally been the latest 
date to apply pre-emergent 
herbicides in Central 
Kentucky,” Munshaw 

said. “Western Kentucky’s 


deadline is usually a few 
days earlier, and Eastern 
Kentucky’s time frame 
usually ends a few days 
later.” 

Forsythia is a fairly 
reliable indicator of when 
crabgrass will germinate. 
Individuals should apply 
pre-emergent herbicides 
before the forsythia blooms 
begin to drop. “Forsythia 
buds usually mean you 
have 10 to 14 days to apply 
a pre-emergent herbicide,” 
Munshaw said. 

Individuals wanting to 
use herbicide should look 
for products containing the 
active ingredients dithiopyr, 
pendemethalin, prodiamine 
and bensulide. “Weed and 
feed” products and others 
containing nitrogen are not 


recommended for lawns 
with cool-season grasses, 
such as tall fescue and 
Kentucky bluegrass, during 
the spring or summer. 
“Nitrogen encourages the 
growth of perennial and 
annual warm-season weeds 
to further outcompete cool- 
season grasses, as they grow 
really well during the hottest 
part of the year,” Munshaw 
said. “All fertilizer on cool- 
season lawns should be 
applied in the fall.”

Go Green for Spring Cleaning

Old man Winter has 
finally left (hopefully!). I 
don’t know about you all, 
but I am greatly enjoying 
this warmer weather. And 
if you’re like me, staying 
inside of the house to clean 
is very hard to do with these 
beautiful days; however, it 
must be done I suppose (I 
usually wait for a rainy day). 

Since spring cleaning 
is getting underway, 
now is a good time to 
take inventory and make 
plans to go green for your 
annual spring cleaning! 
One way to do this is to 
use homemade cleaning 
products or by purchasing 
green household cleaning 
products. 

Green cleaning products 
are safer for humans and 
provide added benefits 
for the environment. 
According to the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, air in our homes 
typically is more polluted 
than outside air, with one 


of the greatest pollutants 
being household cleaners. 
Whenever I clean with 
commercial household 
cleaners I almost always 
end up with a headache due 
to their strong chemical 
smell. The use of green 
cleaning products, however, 
can improve residential air 
quality and give you less of 
a headache if you’re like me. 

These products are safe 
to use, non-toxic and clean 
just as well as products 
that contain hazardous 
chemicals. You can find 
green cleaning products 
for everything from glass 
to laundry. Many products 
are biodegradable for easy 
disposal and are packaged 
in recycled containers. 
These products are often 
a little bit more expensive, 
but they are so much better 
for our health and the 
environment! 

In most cases, you can 
determine if a product 
is green by reading its 
label. Look at the list 
of ingredients to see if 
the product contains 
any potentially harmful 
chemicals such as chlorine 
or peroxide-based bleach, 
ammonia, turpentine and 
lye. If a product claims to 
“kill germs” or “disinfect”, 
look for its EPA registration 
number on the label. 

The green products you 
buy may be costlier, so if 
you can’t or don’t want to 
spend money on those 
products you can still use 
green cleaning products 
by making your own. And 
most of the ingredients 
needed are already available 
in your kitchen cupboard, 


such as white vinegar, 
baking soda, and lemon 
juice. 

Here are just a couple of 
recipes for green cleaning 
products: 

Glass Cleaner: Mix l A cup 
ammonia, 2 tablespoons 
white vinegar and 1 cup of 
water. 

Air Freshener: Place an 
open box of baking soda in 
the refrigerator and freezer 
or sprinkle into garbage 
cans. 

To learn more recipes 
and more information 
about going green, come 
join me at the Estill County 
Extension Office on April 
22, 2015 at 6 p.m. and I’ll 
go over what it means to be 
green and give tips on how 
to do that. 

It’s an important thing to 
learn because it’s not only 
great for the environment, 
but it can also be great for 
your wallet. 

I will also be giving 
away free recycling bins 
to everyone who attends 
as well as providing more 
information about recycling 
in our community. I hope 
to see you there-and enjoy 
this warm weather!
